Siontury Hughes is entitled to the thanks of all right-minded 
persons for the revie wo fthe case of Senator Newberrj- which he has 
sent to an inquiring private torrosj^ondent. His letter not only re- 
^eals n disposition to se that fair play is done to a man who had been 
wrongfully convicted under the judgment of an inferior court— u 
judgment whioli was subsequently reverdsed by tho I'nitrd Statt s 
Supreme Court— but supplies a readily intelligible and conviucinK' 
Rummarj- of the proceedings in the case. 

Many ppopl.", as the rfsult of this conviction, pained the iinpr.-s- 
sion that Senator Newberry had been conc rned in an attempt to got 
into the United States Senate by briberj- and eon uption. Of eours.^ 
he was r. a11> not accused of any such thing. The charge was that 
in a campaign in the primaries for nomination as a candidate for tlu 
Senate he had knowledge that a sum had been contributed to tlie 
expenses of this campaign which was in excess of the statutory linii. 
for such expenditures. There was no intimation that th*re had been 
any improper expenditures of the money. But the statute .it appear- 
ed, had, as construed by the inferior court, the effect, if Mr. New- 
berry did not withdraw from the campaign on learning that the limit 
of contributions had been passed, to subject him to criminal prosecu- 
tion. Inasmuch as no one could have imagined that a compulsion 
existed in the law to force a candidate out on the moiaont of a dis- 
covery that the mark of voluntary contributions had lieen passe.i. 
it is indeed no wonder that the Supreme Court found that the statute 
under which such a condition was made was uncinsctitutional and 
unanimously revised the judgment of the lower court, or that Cliief 
Justice White ^ould have used this very positive lanjriiagc in hi> 
opinion: "Under this view, the greater the public service and the 
higher the character of the candidate, giving rise to a correspond- 
ingly complete and self-sacrificing support by the electorate to his 
candidacy, the most inevitable would criminality and infamous pun- 
ishment result both to the candidate and to the citizen who contrib- 
uated." I 

Air. Hughes' summary of this case will clear the air of a great 
deal of misapprehension on the subject. Under all the circumstances 
it wo\Ud be hard for anyone to deny the truth and justice of what 
he says in these words: 

The conviction of Senator Newhcrrj- was obtained nnder a stat- 
ute held by the majority o fthe Supreme Court to be invalid; restird 
upon aground which did not inv<]lve any finding by the jury of moral 
turpitude, and was affected only by misconstruction of the statute 
which exposed him to conviction, regardless of any moral offense 
upon his part and Jio mater liow liigli mindcd he might have been 
m his conduct in the campaign. — Boston Transcript.

APPALUNO COST OF STRIKES. 

Necessarily rout,'li estimates of the losses wliieh the strikes of 
the coal miners and railroad employees have already caused, di- 
rectly, show appaliugly large figures, which are likely to be greatly 
exceeded wht ii tlie ultimate reckoning i.s made. 

The number of striking miners is estimated at ti9U,000, and that ot 
voluntarily idle railroad workers at 550,000.. On that basis there 
is an average daily loss of $7,500,000 in wagrea, making a total, thus 
for of $200,000,000 or more. 

LoR.s of the mine operators is estimated at something like $250,- 
0000,000 on the basis of $1 a ton for the bituminous coal that would 
have been mined in the time of the strike. Estimate of the loss of 
the aiilliiacite mine operators i.s omitted, ped.sumably lioeausc it is 
eouiiidered that intensive operation will to a tkgree niiike up for pres- 
ent stoppage of earnings. 

And it is estimated that the railroads have already lost about 
$1,000,000 through diminished operation facilities and conditions that 
required estraordinaiy^expenUitureR. 

These estimates make a total loss of more than half a billion 
dollars, of which nearly half ii suffered by the workers. 

Most of that loss can never be made up. And then there are the 
innumerable indirect losses from compulsory reduction of acticity 
in industries which require abundance of caol for continuous opera- 
tion, and from decreased purchasing capatsity of the millioji and a 
quarter works who are without their regular wages. 

It is obvious that there isn't anj'thing that can possibly be gained 
by the strikers, which can compensate the strikers for the losses 
which they are sustaining, whose enonuona total is steadily growinir 
while theae workers remain idle.— Albany Jonroal.
